f man’s big annual rodeo is

Once a 
year, the miners of the Pass lay 
aside the implements of- their 
calling and converge on the ball 
park, picturesquely situated 
above this coal mining town, to 
cheer their favorite range stars 
of the saddle. 

The show is a one-day affair 
but Coleman’s “Sky’s the limit’ 
attitude towards the event crams 
it with more spectacular color 
than similar shows in larger 
centers. The Rodeo was first 
staged four years ago and a 
sceptical Crow s Nest Pass ga¬ 
thered in Coleman to see what 
all the fuss was about. 

Sponsors still shudder when 
they recall the headaches ex¬ 
perienced in their inaugural ef¬ 
forts to sell the Stampede to a 
mining district but the miners 
and their families were "sold”, 
hook, line and Stetson. Succeed¬ 
ing problems have been relative 
to making each annual round-up 
bigger and better than the pre¬ 
ceding one. 

Ask for Lengthening of Parade 
Route 

This was evident when the Ro¬ 
deo committees met the other 
night to lay the groundwork for 
this year’s “Big Day, Saturday, 
July 9”. A letter was read from 
a Coleman organization asking 
that the parade route be extend¬ 
ed for another block. In order to 
accommodate this request it 
would be necessary to construct 
a bridge across Nez Perce Creek 
to allow the parade to return to 
its scheduled dispersal point in 
the schoolgrounds.

Exchange Of Ideas 

ALTHOUGH TWO PROBLEMS are very rarely identical it is often 
helpful for those engaged in similar undertakings to exchange information 
and ideas regarding their work. Progress in many fields is accelerated in 
this way and it is always regrettable when wars or other barriers between 
nations prevent the free interchange of facts concerning new developments. 
In farming we have many problems which Canadian agricultural scientists 
are trying to solve, and in this, as in many other matters, it is always in¬ 
teresting to learn what is being done in other countries and whether we 
are making greater or less progress than those who have similar difficulties 
to overcome. 

Recently Dr. E. S. Archibald, director of federal 
Could Compare experimental farms, returned from New Zealand, 
Farm Problems where he learned the approach of scientists there 
to some of the problems which Canadian agri¬ 
culturists are now studying. Dr. Archibald visited the sister common¬ 
wealth as a member of the Canadian delegation to the Pacific Science Con¬ 
gress and during his journey he had the opportunity of observing the 
methods being used in New Zealand against soil erosion, a matter which 
is now of grave concern to all countries in which there arq extensive 
farming operations. He also visited experimental stations throughout the 
country and had the opportunity of comparing them with those in Canada. 

In referring to his journey and to what he had seen 
Of Benefit To in New Zealand, Dr. Archibald reported that that 
Roth Notions country has more favorable climatic conditions, giv¬ 
ing most farmers there the advantage of year-round 
grazing for their cattle, with consequent greater returns in butter fat per 
acre than we have in Canada. He also said, however, that he believes 
“that research and experiment will make an immense contribution to Can¬ 
adian agricultural prosperity through the improvement of the natural, soil- 
conserving food grass.” No doubt the facts brought back by the scientists 
who visited New Zealand will be of value here and it is probable that they, 
in turn, were able to leave information of interest to research workers 
there. Such exchange of ideas on problems common to both countries, 
should prove of great mutual benefit.

Search For Oil 
In Manitoba 
Stepped Up 


WINNIPEG.—Increased activity in 
the intensive search for oil and gas 
in Manitoba was reported by officials 
of the provincial department of mines 
and resources when they confirmed 
that seismographic surveys of the 
area south and west of Brandon 
have begun. 

The surveys are being made by 
the Brandon Exploration company, 
a subsidiary of Standard Oil of Cali¬ 
fornia. The scientific hunt for oil- * 
bearing formations believed to be 
lying under the farm lands in the 
extreme southwest corner of the 
province, will involve an outlay this 
year of between $150,000 and $160,- 
000, officials said. 

Other activity includes: 

A test well drilled near Lyleton, 
Man., about three miles north of the 
United States border, is down to the 
3,000 foot level. It is being sunk by 
the Souris Valley Oil company, an 
independent concern, which is under¬ 
stood to have financial backing from 
Imperial Oil. 

Rio Bravo, a subsidiary of Super¬ 
ior Oil company of California, a large 
independent, is also interested in the 
operations near Lyleton, according to 
information received by the provin¬ 
cial government. 

Drilling is also being carried on in 
the Birdtail district by the Waywase- 
capow Oil company, a Manitoba

W ET basements and water in the | 
cellar to different depths is 
still a serious source of trouble in 
this country. 

Water usually gets into the base¬ 
ment in one of the following two 
ways, either it soaks through the 
wall from the soil around the house 
during periods of heavy rain or in 
the spring of the year when the 
water table or water level in the soil 
rises to a point above the level of 
the cellar floor, or it comes through 
the cellar floor due to the fact that 
water in the soil stands at a higher 
level than the level of the cellar 
floor. 

Where water soaks through the 
wall and comes through the joints 
or cracks in the walls, running down 
the wall to the floor, it is often pos¬ 
sible to avoid the trouble by digging 
a trench along the Side of the house 


where the trouble occurs, clean the 
mortar and loose dirt thoroughly 
from the wall, then giving it a coat 
of concrete plaster and over this a 
coat of hot asphalt pitch, especially

Although the annual clean-up 
week got under way on Monday 
the stormy start of the week has 
hindered its full progress, and 
rainy weather never does add to 
the pleasant results. Several ci¬ 
tizens with intentions of clean¬ 
ing up their home property have 
always in mind a job of using a 
paint brush in the retouching of 
their fences and buildings, and 
in this matter the care of paint 
brushes, should add to the fu¬ 
ture use of such implements, and 
the directive of such care, as 
outlined in the following, should 
guide the user in the endeavor: 

Paint Brush Care 

“A good paint brush deserves 
care, Unless properly cleaned 
before it is put away, the brush 
is likely to be ruined since any 
residue or paint will dry so hard 
in the bristles that will be dif¬ 
ficult to soften and remove them, 
without damaging them. 

‘Miss Caroline Judapi, Home 
Designing Specialist, Alberta De¬ 
partment of Agriculture, says 
that for better service and long¬ 
er life the brush should be rins¬ 
ed carefully in turpentine, wash¬ 
ed in benzine or commercial 
brush cleaner several times, and 
hung up by the handle to dry. 
The brush should then be wrap¬ 
ped in waxed or oiled paper and 
laid on a shelf with the bristles 
straight. Never put a brush into 
a can of turpentine with the 
bristles resting on the bottom of 
the can. 

Another method of storing 
brushes for a period of time is to 
suspend them in linseed oil or 
turpentine, making a hole in 
the cover through which the 
brush handle will pass, and then 
hanging the brush from the 
cover so that the bristles are 
immersed in the liquid. Be sure 
the bristles are straight and do 
not touch the bottom of the 
can. 

Never store a brush in water 
advises Miss Judson. The bristles 
will gradually absorb water and 
when the brush is again used, 
the paint will seal the water in 
the bristles and they will become 
soggy and limp.

THE RED SHIELD, SALVATION 
ARMY SYMBOL AND SOME¬ 
THING ABOUT IT 

During the next two weeks the 
term “Red Shield” will be on 
many lips. To practically every¬ 
one its use will have reference to 
The Salvation Army, and to that 
worthy organization’s annual 
appeal for fnuds. 

Since its beginning some eigh¬ 
ty years ago, The Salvation 
Army has been called many 
names! Some were decidedly op¬ 
probrious, especially in the early 
day when The Salvation Army’s 
aims and methods were not un¬ 
derstood or misinterpreted. But 
the Salvationists didn’t mind, 
and the expletives, like many 
another form of persecution, did 
not in any way retard The 
Army’s growth. 

In the first world war the term 
“Salvation Army Lassie” was the 
favorite description of Tommy 
Atkins for everyone who wore a 
bonnet of blue with scarlet fac¬ 
ings. These “Lassies” endeared 
themselves to the troops by their 
selfless service, often under fire. 
They added that quality of ser¬ 
vice to the distribution of re¬ 
freshments that transformed 
for weary, embattled men, “cof¬ 
fee into nectar and doughnuts 
into manna from heaven’. And 
the fighting men didn’t forget! 

In the second world war Sal¬ 
vation Army operations among 
the troops were carried on to an 
extent which, by comparison, 
makes World War I’s effort look 
relatively small. But the spirit 
of service was the same, and the 
reaction of the fighting men 
was exactly the same. “Hallelu¬ 
jah Lassie” became “Sally Ann”, 
and the term and symbol of the 
Red Shield became a pass-word 
in canteen and other auxiliary 
operations. Millions of sheets of 
notepaper bearing the Red 
Shield found their way back to 
Canada from all the battle 
fronts of the earth, so that the 
folk at home became almost as 
familiar with the symbol as the 
uniformed husbands and sons. 

But how and where did the 
Red Shield originate? The Sal¬ 
vation Army, as almost every¬ 
one knows, bases its principles 
and practices upon the Bible, 
and the choice of this symbol is 
no exception. In the Book of 
Nahum, the Prophet declares: 
“The shield of his mighty men 
is made red; the valiant men are 
in scarlet”.

PERSONS DEPORTED 

The Canadian representative 
of the International Refugee 
Organization stated that five 
persons brought to Canada from 
displaced persons camps had 
been returned to the camps. 

The persons had been deport¬ 
ed for lack of co-operation and 
had not measured up to the re¬ 
quirements of their occupations. 
Their physical background had 
not been fully disclosed before 


coming to Canada. 

Out of the thousands of work¬ 
ers who had been brought, to 
this country from the D.P. 
Camps, there were very few 
cases where it was necessary to 
send them back. The vast ma¬ 
jority of these new Canadians 
have proven themselves to be 
faithful and conscientious work¬ 
ers but in a few cases there has 
been evidence that kindness and 
consideration has been takeg 
for weakness and in such cases 
the persons will be returned. 


EXPLOSIVES CAUSE 
30 DEATHS 

One hundred and thirty-three 
accidents in the use and handl¬ 
ing of explosives, resulting in 
30 deaths and 150 injuries, are 
reported by the Bureau of Mines 
in its' fiscal year report. Most of 
these occurred in mining, log¬ 
ging, construction, and farming 
industries, but almost one-third 
were the result of children play¬ 
ing with detonators, fire-works, 
and other explosives.
